He recognized as should all tillers of 
the soil,that winter surely comes.But 
spring also comes surely and to make and 
keep it the gladsome season,all we need 
to do is to plant in autumn the bulbs and 
other things which because of their habits 
of growth,or because they flower so early, 
Should be sét at that time. 

Care and attention in the borders now 
will pay extra rewards next spring,both 
in finer flowers,and in time and labor 
saved for work which must always be done 
at that time. We are calling attention to 
but a few things here,which should be 
planted now.But if you wish other plants, 
we have them and will gladly supply then. 
Surely a little time and labor now will 


be more than repaid by the certainty during 


the cold winter days that with spring, 


flowers will bloom again.

All of the ilies offered by us are produced in our own 
cultures,-some from seed;others by natural increase;still 
others by artificial methods.Wherever it is required,we are 
careful to see that the stock is of true type.But seedlings 
will vary,of course,even in the most fixed strains.We are as 
careful as possible to eradicate disease,and the fact that we 
can produce thousands of marketable bulbs yearly in a small 
area speaks well for our health.But we do not claim complete 
freedom from any disease,believing that it is better to try 
to develop an immunity to Mosaic,for instznce,than to eradi- 
cate it here.Bulbs thus grown,we think are likely to be more 
susceptible to infection when planted in the average garden.

At least once each summer,we get a 
letter asking the difference between the 
various strains of Lilies we offer in the 
Regal type of bloom.Fully as often,comes 
a complaint that the choice hybrid bulb 
purchased of us gave only an ordinary 
flower,hardly to be distinguished from a 
Regal Lily obtained at much lower cost. 
And we get still other letters saying 
that such and such a Lily is exactly like 
the common Tiger Lily,which grows so 
easily;-or else,why did the Lily bulb 
purchased from us and guaranteed to bloom 
fail even to grow. 


There are times,we admit,when such 
letters exasperate us.We have tried to 
answer all such questions in the GOSSIP 
many times,in one way or another.We do 
realize that not every one of you has 
seen all the ten volumes of it that have 
been sent out.And last of all,we have 
Lilies in our blood,and wish you all might 
have too,so that we never stay angry,long. 


Here's another try at telling you the 
answers to the most commonly asked questions 
as we know them.First,a bit of history. 

The true Lilies,tho long known,have realiy 
not been largely cultivated wntil quite 
recent days.Most authorities hold that the 
Lilies mentioned in the Bible are not true 
Lilium,but the Anemone even now so common 
in Palestine.Several European Lilies were 
cultivated in gardens when America was new 
and gradually found thier way to this 
country,where a few,like the Tiger,grew 
easily and well.Others failed to do well 
at all.This combination of a few that were 
almost weedy,and others that failed top 
often, threw the entire family into dis- 
repute.And even after such Asiatic Lilies 
as Auratum and Speciosum became known, the 
percent of failures was so large that only 
those financially able to purchase annually 
could or would grow them.So that a third 
black mark,-high cost- was charged against 
the family.Only a few specialists had bulbs 
for sale,and most such bulbs were imported. 
This was the condition when we first became 
acquainted with the true Lilies. 


Then came Wilson's finding of the Regal 
Lily,which grew readily in America.It was 
widely disseminated,and aided by other 
factors,it brought about a renaissance: 
of Lily interest.One of these factors was 
the Plant Quarantine Act.Another was the 
fact that there being no quantity of L. 
regale anywhere in the world,growers every- 
where began producing it from seed.Soon

Now for the one complaint that could 
be avoided.There are a number of hybrid 
strains of Lilies being offered at the 
present time,which derive from a group 
of species closely resembling L.regale-the 
Regal Lily. It is quite possible for those 
of us who are intimate with Lilies, to 
look over a flowering group of these 
Hybrids,and name the parentage with con- 
siderable accuracy.To the wm-initiated 
they would all look alike.In the course 
of trying to evolve new forms of Lilies 
we are looking always for variations.We 
see them in these Hybrids,and often they 
have considerable value.Yet we must ever 
be looking for better,and must raise each 
year,thousands of bulbs in that search. 
So that if one of our strains has a reason- 
able amount of merit in our eyes,we must 
try to sell its bulbs,to obtain funds for 
further work.In.this connection,let us say 
that we firmly believe that the wide dis- 
semination of all new forms of Lilies,at 
moderate prices,if possible to grow them 
rapidly from seed,is far to be desired 
over the more common practice of producing 
but a few bulbs of some named sort,and 
selling them at a large price.Evolution 
is now producing new forms of Lilies fast 
enough so that before any one sort can be 
widely grown it will be superseded by 
several better forms. 


But in any strain of Hybrid Lilies, there 
are sure to be some bulbs that most closely 
resemble one or the other of the parents. 
Others will be intermediate between the 
two.So far,at least,most hybrid strains 
are the result of the crossing of but two 
true species,and then subsequent re- 
crossing in the group,for Lilies still 
refuse to set seed with pollen from out- 
side types,(as a trumpet Lily will not 
cross with a Turk's-cap). So that it 
follows normally that in any Hybrid group 
offered for sale,-our own Shelburne Hybrids 
or any others-,if but one bulb is pur- 
chased there is always the possibility 
that it will produce a bloom not to be dis- 
tinguished from L.regale,or some other 
parent.It is only when several bulbs of 
one of these strains are planted together, 
that the variations can really be seen. 

At this writing,on beds in our fields, there 
are both half-grown seedpods,and newly 
opened blooms on Shelburne Hybrids. And L. 
regale has been gone for a month!

Anyone who buys Lily bulbs,has a pri- 
mary purpose,which is to have beautiful 
blooms in the garden.But today,when you 
buy a bulb of any strain of Hybrid Lilies 
or even when you buy one of the true 
species,you get more than that.First,you 
purchase a plant of one of the least 
cultivated families.Lilies are still nearer 
the wild state than almost any other widely 
cultivated group of plants.And then second, 
you get a view of evolution at work.No 
widely grown group of plants will still 
reproduce itself closely from seed,which 
is an indication that the Lily species are 
still well fixed.Yet in every species,we 
who grow them in quantity,can see more and 
more changes taking place.It is indeed true 
that you can get more variations if you 
buy and plant a handful of Gladiolus seed. 
But so will anyone else.In Lilies,one can- 
not know today,which opening bloom will 
herald the arrival of an entirely new forn. 


Another question is constantly being asked 
us.How deep to plant.And with it comes so 
often a request for cultural directions. 

It is impossible to give explicit directions 
especially when one doesn't kriéw the soil 
conditions.But there are a few general rules. 
First,all but a few Lilies,of which L.can- 
didum and L.testaceum are notable examples, 
should be planted from four to six inches 
deep to the top of the bulb.The smaller bulbs 
at the lesser depth,of course.The Madonna 
Lily,however,should be planted so that the 
bulb is barely covered,if at all.Now this 
deep planting rule is varied by soil con- 
ditions.Obviously,in a very heavy clay loam 
more shallow planting is possible,since 

such a soil is cooler.Sandy light soils 

warm up more easily,and too,bulbs can grow 
thru such soils more easily,so that deep 
planting in them might mean ten inches or 
more. Do not attempt to make the soil which 
surrounds the bulb too rich,in fact the 
opposite is preferable.Dig deeply below 
where the bulb will be and make the soil in 
which the roots will feed,fertile and in 
good tilth.Above the bulb as well,on stem 
rooting sorts,have a fertile soil,for these 
roots both support the stem and feed it as 
well,and perhaps help the new bulb which is 
forming.Last of all,we believe,most sorts 
require a well firmed soil.Lily bulbs dry 
out in loose soils.A few sorts are exceptions 
to these rules,one liking definitely mucky 
soil,we are learning,while the lovely auratum 
is said to grow in loose volcanic ash,in 
Japan.However,it grows well under the advice 
we have given. 


We often advise plantigg Lilies in shrubs. 
This is because most sorts like a cool soil 
and the low shrubs shade the lower stem and 
provide that condition.And certain sorts are 
weak stemmed and are better for the support. 
It all adds up to this.No one knows very much 
about Lilies yet.Follow general rules, but 
poe hesitate to try new methods if old ones

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PEONIES. 


From no other plant can so much be expected as is true of 
this.Not only are the flowers beautiful in the garden,or cut, 
but if massed for color effect,they are equally valuable.And 
after the flowers are done,the foliage is good the entire 
year thru,until when winter comes,it dies away.This last is 
sometimes valuable,as in the case of a sloping lawn,which is 
an excellent place to slide,when snow covered.Peonies make.a 
sine ee for this sloping lawn,and in winter nothing stops 

e sleds. 


We are sometimes asked for advice as to culture.There are 
but two rules.First,-shallow planting.The buds must be no 
more than covered. Second,-well enriched soil.Peonies are a 
permanent plant,and time spent in enriching the soil is not 
wasted.Given full sumn,and if possible a heavy loam,they ask 
nothing more.Use Bonemeal generously,and occasionally add 
wood ashes,if available.

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BUGS AND BUG-KILLERS. 


No doubt,most readers of the Gossip 
are skilled gardeners,and do not need any 
information on insecticides.But even those 
of us who depend for our bread and butter 
on the proper growth of plants are becoming 
confused with the ever increasing lists of 
new materials that are being offered us.It 
may be that a word of caution,with a few 
words on results we have had,willbe ap- 
preciated. 


Every summer we get phone calls asking 
us what to do for something that is eating 
leaves.And you'd be surprised to know how 
many persons add that they have sprayed 
with Black-Leaf 40.First, therefore,let us 
point out that there are two general classes 
of insects,and of insecticides.One class 
eats the foliage,either stripping off the 
outer covering,or literally destroying the 
entire leaf.Usually,as in the case of the 
green cabbage worm,the trouble-maker can 
be readily seen.For all such things, the 
remedy is a stomach poison.Arsenate of Lead 
is the stand-by.Rotenone or Pyrethrum in 
varied combinations are also good,and are 
to be preferred on plants used for food,as 
they rapidly lose their potSonous quality. 
For such pests,Nicotine in any form is of 
no help. 


The second general class does not eat 
the foliage,but inserts a sucking organ 
in it,and extracts the juices.It cannot be 
controlled with any sort of stomach poison 
and a 'contact! kind is used instead.The 
best known,and most widely used,is Nicotine, 
as Black-Leaf 40. And this may also be used 
for another type of insect,which burrows 


inside the leaf of many trees and plants, 


called Leaf Miners,which while they do eat, 
cannot be gotten at with a stomach poison. 
Combinations of Pyrethrum and Rotenone are 
also effective in killing these sucking 
types of insects.But one thing must always 
be remembered.To be effective,the poison 
must strike the insect,and if it can be 
made to stick to him,so much the better.A 
plentiful amount of soap dissolved in the 
spray is a great help.Any white laundey 
soap may be used. 


We also see two other types of damage 
in the garden,one of which cannot be con- 
trolled.Occasionally some one brings us 
leaves that have clean half circles cut 
from them,-not chewed,cut. These may be 
as large as a dime,and are common on Roses 
and many trees. In general,this is the work 
of the Wasp which builds the familiar round 
paper nest(s6me Wasps use wood) ,and it is 
a wise plan to destroy nests,if in the 
neighborhood. And sometimes,on Pear trees 
one sees black slug like insects,which do 
little damage on the whole,and yield to a 
Nicotine and plentiful soap spray.

Now there is one further class of insects 
which exceed all others in making a nuisance 
of themselves.Luckily, they are a small group 
and most gardeners are not greatly treubled 
by them.These are the Mites, so tiny in most 
cases that a strong glass is needed to see 
them,tho the most common,the Red Spider,can 
be seen with naked eye.The Mites all thrive 
in hot dry weather,and whnever we see an 
evergreen,or a clump of Phlox,turn yellow 
suddenly in mid-summer,we turn the leaves 
over to look for Red Spider.If you find a 
tiny web,populated with hurrying tiny red 
spots,when you do this,get the hose and use 
a powerful upward spray,to dislodge them, 
for this is the best cure.Do it regularly 
and often.No garden sprays as yet are very 
successful in combatting this pest,and even 
in the greenhouse,where he may be fumigated 
he is a major problem.The new D.D.T. has no 
good effect on him,and may be harmful in 
that it kills other insects which prey on 
the Mites.The best present control is a 
multi-syllabled chemical,which is usually 
marketed as DN Dust.This is satisfactory 
on many greenhouse plants,but we cannot 
advise definitely as toits use outside.It 
also fades flowers that are open.But we 
shall try it further,since it offers the 
one real hope at present,we think,of control 
of the so called 'Blacks! disease of Del- 
phinium,which is caused by another of these 
Mites.If you have this trouble in your 
Delphinium,cut the stems and burn them 
thoroughly,and persist.That is the best 
advice we can give you.He can be eradicated. 


About DDT. We have used it,but cautiously. 
All authorities agree that it does much good 
and some harm.In general,it is effective 
on the sucking insects,less so on the 
chewing sorts,and as stated,not good at all 
on Mites. For the present we prefer to de- 
pend on the stand-bys we have already listed. 
For the house-fly,it is supreme. 


Gladiolus growers know Thrips well.To a 
lesser extent, this insect attacks all plants 
including Chrysanthemums.Tartar Emetic, 
with some sweetening agent is the best rem— 
edy.We have used and liked Salp,and can rec- 
ommend it on Mums,where it controls almost 
all insects.Unfortunately, this is not put 
out in small containers,and but little is 
needed.Perhaps if all ask for it,it will 
be made available. 


On such a subject,two columns are but a 
beginning.But for the general gardener, 
about all has been said that is of value.
